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A lien on personal or real property as security for a debt may be unimpaired where the remedy at law for the recovery of the 
debt is barred.! Other authority, however, holds that a court of equity will not enforce a lien once the statute of limitations has 
run.” In other words, the time period within which one must sue to recover a debt secured by a lien is also the same time period 
within which one must sue to foreclose upon the lien securing the debt,” and a foreclosure on a lien to secure a debt is time- 


barred when a claim on the underlying debt has become time-barred.“ 
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
